HOUSING. 


During the post-war period up to the end of 
1954, a total of 566 houses have been erected by the 
Council, During 1954, 54 Council houses were 
completed and a further 56 houses were in course of 
construction at the end of the year, Houses erected 
by private enterprise during the year numbered 39.

The number of cases of measles decreased markedily 
during the year. Whooping Cough also showed a drop. 
All cases were of a mild nature and no deaths were recorded.

FOOD POISONING. 


There were two cases of food poisoning in the same family 
ascribable to the consumption of a tin of canned meat. 
Laboratory evidence demonstrated that it was due to 
Staphylococcal infection, Investigation of similar tinned 
meats yielded negative results. Both persons recovered. 


DIPHTHERIA IMMUNIZATION, 


During the year 201 children, as against 207 in 1953 were 
seemed = 1/79 in the O= 4 group and 22 in the 5 — 14 age group. 
The number immunized by medical practitioners are included. The 
majority of children immunized are done in their first year. In 
the period 1940 - 1954 3,126 children have been protected, 206 
children were given booster doses during the year, These 
figures include injections given by Medical practitioners. 


VACCINATION. 


About 36% of the child population under 1 year have been 
vaccinated against Smallpox, As a rather severe reaction may 
Sometimes occur when the vaccination is performed later in life 
it is to be hoped that an increased percentage might be seen 
in subsequent years.

No schools were closed during the year.
